Upward of 150,000,(HK) barrels and 
circular packages are manufactured in 
the United .States annually, according 
to the American Grocer. 
Few people, 
except those whose business it Is to 
know', realize tho extensiveness of the 
cooperage Industry In this country* 
The heaviest demand comes from the 
cement business. 
The flour business 
ranks next, closely followed by sugar. 
Containers for fence staples, bolts, nuts, 
nails and packages of roasted coffee, 
spices, crookery, fruits and vegetables 
follow in tin' order named, while glass 
manufacturers, baking powder compa­ 
g e s, liquor distillers and candy, tobac­ 
co and cheese packers are big users of 
barrels. 
The demand for barrels for 
molasses, oil, lard and 
pork Is also 
enormous, while dry paint, glue, snuff, 
oatmeal, screws, castings and general 
hardware articles annually increase the 
demand on the cooperage supply. 
W hile the amount of expenditure for 
barrels can be quite closely estimated 
for a given year, it is not possible to 
say how many barrels are In actual use. 
The life of a barrel Is put down at one 
year by the trade, but this is far from 
true. 
A majority of barrels are used 
many times. 
They begin as sugar or 
flour barrels and are then sold to the 
farmer for shipping his produce to the 
market. 
It may be that they are re­ 
turned to him several times, carrying 
potatoes to tin* market on the first trip 
and tobacco or lettuce on tin* next, each 
cargo being lighter in weight than the 
previous one, owing to the weakened 
condition of the barrel. 
Finally the 
barrel may serve out its life work as a 
refuse receptacle and in the end can bo 
used for fuel. 
Thus it may be said 
that a barrel tills as useful a career as 
almost any other manufactured article 
and its life Is much longer than a sea­ 
son.

From this beginning a 
round web will soon be spun, and eith­ 
er hanging at the centre thereof, or 
in a little nest above and at one side, 
is the architect, with forefeet clasping 
what we call the “trap line,” and '.vail­ 
ing for some night-flying insect to 
strike the snare. 
In this position spi­ 
ders will sometimes wait for hours, 
and it is just possible that they may 
then take a little nap. 
They might 
easily do that and yet not lose their 
game, for the agitation of the web 
would arouse the sleeper, and then it 
would run down the trap line and se­ 
cure Its prey. Some species of spiders 
do the chief part of their hunting at 
night, and there are some that chiefly 
hunt during the day, but as a rule 
these industrious animals work both 
day and night.

"F or m any years the tren d of 
agricultural youth has been from tho 
farm to tho city, so th a t tho percent­ 
age of persons engaged In farm in g has 
decreased enormously, but th e tide is 
turning the other way, and there ap­ 
pears to be a decided tendency tow ard 
the farm . 
“Men of w ealth are buying farm s, not 
as a speculation, but to live on, and I 
venture to say th a t if statistic* w«re 
compiled a t th is time, they would show 
a greater num ber of persons on the 
farm th an at the time of the la=;t cen­ 
sus, when It w as smaller th an a t any 
tim e since this government w as organ­ 
ized. 
“Teaching farm ers’ boys to be first- 
class farm ers Is a new thing, but It Is 
working well In Canby. 
This is tho 
first community, I believe, w here It has 
been tried, and from the success w ith 
which the effort has met, I expect to 
see a general adoption In farm ing sec­ 
tions. 
Not long ago we engaged a new 
superintendent, who came 
from 
the 
University of Minnesota. 
“He found th a t few of the boys who 
attended high school had any thought 
of rem aining on the farm. 
He Induced 
the trustees to buy a ten-aere farm , 
and started to do systematic farm ing, 
showing the young men how to run 
farm s In the modern way and m ake 
money out of them. 
Ills Idea w as th a t 
this was better than m anual training 
of the ordinary sort, and the boys have 
taken hold w ith a will, so th a t many 
who w anted to try city life are c o n te k 
to stay at home.”— W ashington Post.

Ills am i's tors have been kings of Shoe 
since the country was reconquered from 
the Moslems a t the d ose of the seven­ 
teenth c e n tu ry ; moreover, he claims 
kinship with the old emperor, tra d i­ 
tionally desponded from the sons of 
Solomon and th e queen of Sheila, 
Be th at as it may, It Is of much Irn- 
portanee to the E uropean powers whose 
territories su rro u n d Abyssinia th a t a 
stable government should lie establish­ 
ed In that em pire, aud to no power 
more so than to Great Britain, through 
her Interests in the Sudan.

For three generations tile people of 
tho Middle West have acted upon the 
! 
supposition that the country roads be- 
i 
lorig«Hl to tin* farmer aud that it was 
his business to build and care for them. 
T he farm ers have accepted the burden 
And spent tens of m illions upon the 
highways with very little lf any per­ 
manent 'benefit. 
The art of road build 
lug Is not understood, and often tim es 
$8 much harm as good has been done 
by the expenditure of time and money 
ilpou the roads. 
The fact is the coun­ 
try highways do not belong to the fann­ 
er any more than they belong to any­ 
body e ls e ; they are public property, as 
much so as the state house. That being 
— tim ojise w hy should the whole burden 
or praetloatty-Till1 of the care of tile 
roads be placed upon farm property. 
This question was answered about fif­ 
teen years ago by New Jersey, which 
S ta te passed a Saw requiring that a 
portion of the expense of iwrniHiient im­ 
provem ents should be paid by tile Stale. 
It is not uncommon for a county to aid 
a township in building a bridge; that is 
county ald. 
If the highways belong to 
all the people of the State, why should 
not all the peopio aid in tile improve­ 
m ent of the highways? 
In Illinois less than one-third of the 
taxable property of the State is farms. 
W hy should the two-thirds escape and 
put practically the whole burden upon 
the third? 
If we are to have good 
roads in Illinois—that is, roads good 
every day in Hie year 
two things are 
necessary. 
First, to make every dol­ 
lar’s worth of property lit the State pay 
Its fair proportion toward building the 
roads, and secondly to so expend tho 
money that a dollar’s worth of Improve­ 
ment will be had for every dollar ex­ 
pended ; that Is, to stop the awful w aste 
that exists to day upon the adm inistra­ 
tion of the highways. 
There is not a farm er In the State 
that does not know and will not agree 
that the money spent is as good as 
wasted. 
Probably there are few, if 
any, fanners In the State who do not 
wish for g<«>d roads, or who would not 
appreciate them. 
The only thing they 
fear Is that the roads are extensive, 
and to build them would enormously 
Increase taxation. 
That would be true 
lf all the money were paid by the re­ 
spective townships and paid at any 
one time. 
The people could not stand 
It. 
Hut if all the town and city lots 
and the property of corporations, the 
railroads, telegraph and telephone com­ 
panies, all were compelled to pay a 
m oderate tax to create a fund to assist 
in building such country roads as the 
voters of the respective townships de­ 
cided to improve, the burden would be 
com paratively light. 
If a general tax 
w ere levied U[k>ii all the property of 
the State nearly To per cent would lie 
paid by the property that now escapes 
taxation for road building 
purposes. 
F ifteen States, one after another, have 
adopted tho State aid plan 
of 
road 
building, and In every case It has w ork­ 
ed to tho satisfaction of the people and 
roads are rapidly being built under It. 
and the people do not feel the burden. 
It v ill be interesting to observe what 
the effect o f a State-aid law would !*>• 
in Central Illinois, provided tin* Suite 
should adopt a strenuous campaign for 
good roads and arrange for an expendi­ 
ture of $50,000,000 iii ten years. 
The 
S tate could not well expend wisely, if It 
had to, a larger sum of money per year 
than that indicated. 
Let us make an 
application of this plan to a typical 
farm in Central Illinois. 
A MIO acre farm in the corn belt is 
val 
d for taxing purposes at from $1.- 
500 to $51*000; $2,000 is a fair average 
assessed value of these farms. 
Now. if 
$o0,000,<XNt were to be expended In ten 
years, the State paying one-half and 
the townships one-half, tin* State would 
have to raise money at the rate of $2,- 
5 0 0 /0 0 per year as its proportion* and 
to do this on the pres* in assessed val­ 
uation of the State, which is a little 
more th an $1,250,coo,(HJO, would require 
a 2-mlll tax, or a ta x of 20 cents on 
$100. 
This upon a $2,000 farm would 
be exactly $4 per year, and in ten years 
it would amount to $ to, to produce the 
State-aid fund. 
It Is worthy of notice 
in passing that a 2-mil! fax on the prop­ 
erty of one single corporation in Illi­ 
nois would require It to p;,y $57,(00 
[nr year or $570,000 in ten years, 
Hut

el. 
We all know that bad roads keep 
tho farm ers at home; the question was, 
to what extent? 
Some very interesting 
figures were gathered. 
Here ure a few

vehicles per day. 
Over 
the same road in June and July, 589.

terial. 
Hundreds of cars loaded with 
coni go north to Chicago every day and 
return empty. 
These cars on tho re­ 
turn trip could bring road building ma­ 
terial for a very sinai! freight charge, 
and the railroads are willing to do this. 
It is feasible and 
practical to build 
hard roads in Central Illinois at n cost 
of from $2,PPO to $4,000 per mile, de­ 
pending upon Uh* character of the road, 
distance of material to be hauled, etc. 
What is true of Illinois Is largely 
true of Missouri. Residents of St. Louis 
and Jackson counties pay more than 
half of the taxes paid in the State, to 
say nothing of the cities of st. Joseph, 
Hannibal, 
Springfield, 
Joplin, 
etc., 
whose contributions 
would 
serve 
to 
lighten the burden of the farmer. 
The 
need of Missouri is parallel to the need 
of Illinois, and the greatest good that 
would come to both States would be 
through an extensive system of road 
building 
under up to-date State 
aid 
laws. 
This plan of road building has 
teen adopted in fifteen States already, 
it works to the satisfaction of every 
one and more is being accomplished un­ 
der it in one year than bas been accom­ 
plished before in twenty years.

WO eminent Dutch scientists, with the co­ 
operation of more than 3,000 Dutch phy­ 
sicians, have been making

study of heredity, and have Just published 
their report, in which they declare that, 
while mental and physical qualities are 
largely Inherited, generally from the fa­ 
ther, the moral tendencies are not communicated at all. 
They find little transmission of nervous troubles or any 
other diseases.

Heredity is so 
easy a way of accounting for wrong tendencies that It 
appeals as Irresistibly to certain classes of “scientific 
expei'ts’’ as It does to criminals, drunkards and loafers. 
Quacks gain 
repute for profundity by holding forth 
on “the laws of heredity,” os if they were mysterious 
ukases issued from behind nature’s veil, which few eau 
understand and none resist. 
Nine-tenths of It all, ac 
cording to the Dutch doctors, Is mere tommyrot. 
Every man, lf lie is ut a man tit all, is master of his own 
conduct. 
Yes, he Is master, too, of his own thoughts, 
purposely id ea ls, and everything of high. Im poi’La IK'S In 
the make up of bis character and tho control of bls 
life. 
To one of America’s greatest actors was transm it 
ted by bis father a double tendency, one for the stage 
and the other for the bottle. 
The son cultivated the first 
and repressed the second, aud achieved w orldw ide fame. 
According to the commonly-accepted notions concerning 
heredity, bi* should have reversed tho order and gone to 
the gutter. 
The man who gets ahead in life Is usually <*ontent to 


take tile credit to himself. 
But the man who goes to 
the devil alw ays accuses somebody else of having greased 
tim way. 
This is not denying that there is some force 
In heredity, and more in early environment and train-- 
log, but it is a force that except in rare instances may 
be overcome or rightly directed. 
And out of inherited 
faults often bloom great virtues. 
The belief that you 
have a weak spot Is reason to especially guard yourself 
there—a reason that the man with the right stuff In him 
will obey. 
There Is nothing in the world that Is more 
tyrannical, yet more tractable, than the“ 5uman will. 
Your will Is either your best friend or your worst enemy. 
By cultivation you can make It whichever you choose.— 
Des Moines News.
